What Is Shakspeare?”"’-by Professor 

L. A. Sherman. The Macmillan company. 
' Tt has been noted that men will singly. 
and severally doubt upon occasion what 
they collectively allow. . » That people 
should believe in Shakspeare are with- 
out knowledge of his quality is only in seem- 
ing paradoxical, and is a thing incident to 
growing culture. ... Many people are 
vaguely conscious of the great truthe of 
Shakspeare, and are almost in sight of what 
they mean.” 

This is from*the introductory chapter of 
Professor L. <A. Sherman’s “ What Is 
Shakspeare?” (The Macmillan company). 
and it.is to such persons and others who are 
earnest in their desire to reach some light 
as to the meaning and-beauty of the plays 
that he addresses the book. The work is one 
which should, in spite of the annual ava-. 
lanche of books ‘on Shakspeare, attract and 
help a vast number of serious students who 
are just taking up Shakspeare. We are 
among those who believe that too many 
people read books about Shakspeare plays 
instead of reading the plays themselves, but 
if. they are to be studied it should be done 
under some one who has the taste and the 
Wiscrimination sufficient to .conduct that 
gtudy under systematic and Intelligent con- 
ditions. While we cannot always follow 
Professor Sherman’s deductions and do not 
always agree with his conclusions, there is 
a deal of sane advice in this book which we 
gladly commend to the student. Mr. Sher- 
man is not a supine {dolator at the shrine ox 
Shakspeare. He takes a wholesome view 
of his genius and his productions, and there 
is seldom any pedagogical finality to his 
dicta. He is singularly lucid in his analysis 
and there is no doubt of the practical aid 
his work will furnish to the e&rnest and in- 
telHligent student.

| As a measure for insuring intelligent and 
orderly cotperation between the National

to other, details of the proposed legislation 
which illustrate the extreme importance of 
this bill. The above are its distinguishing 
features. Under its provisions in time of 
war the government would have at ita dis- 
posal, first, the regular army; second, such‘ 
of the organized militia as the President 
should see fit to call inte the service for not 
exceeding nine months to Suppress insurrec- 
tion, repel invasion, or execute the laws; 
and, third, a volunteer force, its number to

REDUCE CUBAN TAXATION ALSO. 

The chairmam of the Committee of Ways 
and Means bas been instructed to prepare 
a bill repealing the remaining war taxes, 


on tea, which it is proposed to continue 
for six months longer, so that importers 
will be able to work off stocks on hand. 
The Secretary of the Treasury said in his- 
last report that it would be within con- 
servative limits to redtice revenue to the 
amount of $50,000,000. The chairman of 
the Ways and Means committee estimates 
the reduction onder the bill he has been 
directed to draft at $77,000,000.. The actual 
reduction will not be so great. When the 
country is as prosperous as it is now rev- 
enues swell beyond expectation, 

The Treasury, which will have on hand 
an available cash balance of $174,000,000 
at the beginning of the next fiscal year, does 
not need the proceeds of these war taxes, 
which indeed ought to have been repealed 
by the last Congress. It is intimated, how- 
ever, in the Washington: dispatches that it 
is the intention of the ruling element in 
the Cominiittee on Ways and Means to use 
this just and expedient repeal of the war 
taxes as a club to defeat the just and ex- 
pedient legislation ‘which ought to be en- 
acted for the relief of the Cubans, It is 
hinted that the argument will be advanced 
that it will not be safe for the United States 
further to reduce its revenues by lowering 
the duty <n Cuban sugar. : 

This argument, if seriously advanced, | 
would be a most “lame and impotent ” one. 
The duties on Ouban sugar produced last. 
year $23,000,000. Had the duty been low- 
ered 25 per cent a year ago the govern- 
ment would have surrendered in revenues a 
‘little less than $6,000,000. Congress wastes 
more tham this at evéry session on its river 
and harbor bills and other extravagant legis- 
lation. The government can with safety 
‘give up to the Cubans this sum of $6,000,- | 
000 and even a larger sum, For no like 
sum which the government may part with 
will it get a more valuable return. It wil! 
insure prosperity and consequent trap- 
quillity to Onba. - It will secure for Ameri- 
cat producers better markets in Ouna.

But 
whatever may be the aggregate amount of 
money which the ignorant poor contribute | 
yearly for the support of the policy com- 
panies and their agencies, the money can 
ill be spared by those who contribute it. 
Everything done by the authorities to stop 
this drain on the incomes of the poor is well

during a week or two accomplishes no last- 
ing good.. The Chief of Police knows that

WIND OPENS ICE PRISON _. 
AND. RELEASES STEAMERS. 


Atlanta Reaches Dock in Chicago at 1 
M. and the Iowa Gets Into Mil- 
waukee at 10 in the Morning. } 


After thirty-one hours’ imprisonment in 
a field of ice the steamer Atlanta of the 
Goodrich line reached port yesterday after- 
noon at 1 o’clock with thirty-nine passen- 
gers anda valuablecargo. The arrival of the 
yeasel was nearly three hours later than the 
time at which the steamer Iowa of the same 
line reached Milwaukee, both vessels hav- 
> tng been caught in the ice seven miles out 
of the Chicago harbor and within 1,000 feet 
of each other. 
But for a west wind which broke up the 
the Atlanta might have had a longer 
perience in the ice. Hour after hour was 
spent in bucking the windrows of ice that 
were piled up around the ship, with but little 
appreciable effect. The tugs Dickinson and 
Morford were dispatched by the Goodrich 
peaple to aid the vessels in their fight, but 
they had to return without rendering the 
slightest assistance. 
" ™“ We left. Milwaukee at 9 o’clock Wednes- 
Gay evening,’’ said Captain Charlies T. Bron- 
gon Of the Atianta. “A heavy snow-storm 
was raging yesterday morning when I 
thought the Atlanta was abreast of Chicago, 
and when I turned toward the shore I found 
myeelf stuck in the ice near the Iowa. When 
Deaw the Iowa's lights I thought it strange, 
an i knew the Iowa had left Chicago for M]1- 
waukee the night before, but I kept 
Atlante on the course and dug into the ice 
nearly 1,000 feet before the. vessel stuck 
fast. 
: “ When came the crew got out 
' om the ice and by the use of poles we found 
“hat the ice was nearly thirty feet thick. 
After we had bucked the ice ell day and last 
night without making any progress we went 
at it again this had nearly 800 
feet of open water in which to gain headway 
against the ice, and when the Atlanta struck 
the windrow it fairly jumped on top of.it,”"
